Earl Warren dies after controversial life on bench 


Chief Justice Ear! Warren 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The death of 


Earl Warren, a champion of the Bill of 
Rights in his 16 years as chief justice, 
removes a figure indelibly linked to 
landmark decisions of the Supreme 
Court in one of its most controversial 
eras. 


Warren, 83, died in Georgetown Uni- 


versity Hospital Tuesday night, a little 
more than five years after his retire- 
ment from the nation's highest judicial 
post. A hospital spokesman said he 
died of heart failure. 


Under his leadership, the court 


struck down segregated schools, laid 
down the rule of "one man-one vote" 
and greatly expanded the rights of the 
accused in criminal cases. 


Tributes came swiftly for the man 


whose years on the court were marked 
by criticism, which included demands 
for his impeachment. 


President Nixon, who often was at 


odds with Warren in their years as Cal- 
ifornia politicians and who criticized 
many of his court decisions, saluted 
him as "a partisan for America." 


Chief Justice Warren E. Burger, 


named by Nixon to succeed Warren and 
steer the court toward "strict construc- 
tion" of the Constitution, said "his con- 
tribution was large indeed." 


Rosa Parks, the black seamstress 


whose refusal to give up her seat to a 
white man started the Montgomery bus 
boycott, said, "We have lost a great 
friend to humanity." 


Warren was admitted to the hospital 


July 2, suffering from a heart ailment. 
It was his second hospitalization in two 
months. 


With him at his death were his wife, 


Nina, and the youngest of their three 
daughters, Mrs. Stewart Brien, known 


to the family as "Honey Bear." The 
Warrens also had two sons. 


Only a few hours before, two of the 


former chief justice's closest associates 
on the court, Justices William O. 
Douglas and William J. Brennan, had 
ieft his bedside. 


Warren served as chief justice from 


1953 to 1969 after a political career in 
which he served 11 years as governor of 
California and twice sought the Re- 
publican nomination for president. 


He was vice-presidential candidate 


on the 1948 GOP national ticket headed 
by the late Thomas E. Dewey, then gov- 
ernor of New York. They lost to Presi- 
dent Harry S Truman. 


Though he disapproved of outside as- 


signments for members of the high 
court, at age 72 he took on the addi- 
tional load of heading the commission 
to investigate the 1963 assassination of 


President John F. Kennedy. 


One of the Warren court's most ac- 


claimed decisions came in June 1954 
when it struck down the doctrine of 
separate but equal schools tor the 
races. 


But the decision Warren thought 


most important was the "one man-one 
vote" ruling in 1962 that forced states 
to reapportion legislative and congres- 
sional districts to make them more 
equal in population. 


"Legislators represent people, not 


trees or acres," he said. 


A common thread in decisions of the 


Warren court was equality — equal 
schools, equal representation, equal 
rights. The court consistently broad- 
ened the application of the Bill of 
Rights. 


The decisions plunged the Warren 


court into controversy, and "Impeach 
Earl Warren" signs sprouted along 
roadsides in many parts of the country. 
His admirers, however, predicted he 
would rank as one of the great chief 
justices. 


He was instrumental in swinging the 


GOP presidential nomination in 1952 to 
Dwight D. Eisenhower, who as presi- 
dent named him chief justice on the 
death of Fred M. Vinson. 


Nixon, in a statement from the White 


House, said: 


"Earl Warren not only rendered out- 


standing service to our country but he 
was a distinguished figure in the Re- 
publican Party. In all things, he was 
never a partisan of political advantage, 
but always a partisan for America."

Spinola in 
trouble in 
Portugal 


LISBON, Portugal (AP) — President 


Antonio de Spinola sought to patch to- 
gether a new coalition government 
today amid reports he has asked Pre- 
mier Adeline da Palma Carlos to with- 
draw his resignation. 


Palma Carlos and four other min- 


isters resigned Tuesday, taking the 
center out of the center-left govern- 
ment and bringing on the worst politi- 
cal crisis since Spinola came to power 
10 weeks ago. 


Gen. 
Francisco da Costa Gomes, 


chief of staff and a member of the Spin- 
ola-Ied military junta, confirmed re- 
ports of the possible return of Palma 
Carlos by asking newsmen: 


"Why do you refer to him as the ex- 


premier?" 


Political sources said Spinola had 


given Palma Carlos 24 hours to recon- 
sider. Palma Carlos quit after the State 
Council, the president's advisory body, 
refused to widen his authority suffi- 
ciently, he said. 


He was followed out of office by Vice 


Premier Francisco sa Carneiro, Eco- 
nomics minister Vasco Vieira de Al- 
meida, the defense minister, Lt. Col. 
Mario Firmino Miguel, and Interior 
Minister Joaquim Jorge Magalhaes 
Mota. All are considered moderates. 


A government spokesman said the 


remaining 10 ministers — six of them 
Socialists and Communists — would 
probably remain in office, but earlier 
in the week the leftists criticized Spin- 
ola for giving new appointments to sev- 
eral members of the authoritarian re- 
gime overthrown April 25. 


Meanwhile, 
informed 
sources 
re- 


ported that the 21-member State Coun- 
cil, holder of ultimate authority in the 
regime, had turned back Spinola's ef- 
forts to solidify his own position by ad- 
vancing the presidential election from 
next spring to the coming fall. 


The sources said most of the votes 


against Spinola's request came from 
representatives of the Armed Forces 
Movement, the organization of young 
officers that staged the April revolution 
and then tapped Spinola to be the front 
man. 


This rebuff and the council's unwil- 


lingness to enlarge the premier's pow- 
ers indicated that the young officers 
were not prepared to relinquish their 
authority. 


Palma Carlos reportedly argued that 


he did not have enough power to re- 
solve disputes between the moderates 
and leftists that were paralyzing the 
cabinet. A government spokesman said 
the State Council agreed to give the 
premier some additional powers, but 
"he did not find these sufficient.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Secretary of 


State Henry A. Kissinger testified for 
90 seconds in the plumbers trial today 
and said he never requested that a 
psychological profile be prepared on 
Daniel Ellsberg in 1971. 


Kissinger answered only three ques- 


tions, one from an attorney for John D. 
Ehrlichman, the others from an assist- 
ant special Watergate prosecutor. 


Ehrlichman's attorneys subpoenaec 


Kissinger in an attempt to shake the 
credibility of a key prosecution wit- 
ness, David R. Young, who worked sep- 
arately in the White House for both 
Kissinger and Ehrlichman. 


A CIA official 
had testified that 


Young told him in August 1971 that 
both Kissinger and Ehrlichman had re- 
quested that the agency prepare a 
psychological study of Ellsberg, who 
had two months before leaked the Pen- 
tagon Papers study of the Vietnam war 
to the news media. 


Ehrlichman's 
attorney, 
William 


Frates, asked Kissinger, "On or prior 
to Aug. 12, 1971, did you authorize Da- 
vid Young to directly or indirectly ob- 
tain a psychological profile on Daniel 
Ellsberg from the CIA?" 


Kissinger replied: "I did not." 
The defense said it had no more ques- 


tions. Assistant prosecutor Philip 
Bakes asked if Kissinger knew whether 
such a study was in the works, or if he 
knew of any plan to gather psychologi- 
cal information about Ellsberg. 


To both questions, Kissinger an- 


swered, "I had no such knowledge." 


Kissinger in 1971 was Nixon's chief 


national security adviser. 


Kissinger was the final witness in the 


trial, now in its 10th day. 


U.S. District Judge Gerhard A. Ge- 


sell said defense and prosecution at- 
torneys will present final arguments 
Thursday. Gesell plans to issue final 
instructions to the jury of six men and 
six women Friday. 


In anticipation of Kissinger's appear- 


ance, hundreds of persons had lined up 
outside the courthouse and the court- 


room itself Kissinger was just back 
from Europe were he consulted with 
NATO allies about President Nixon's 
Moscow trip. 


Ellsberg leaked the Pentagon Papers 


study of the Vietnam war to The New 
York Times in June 1971, an incident 
that led to creation of the plumbers, a 
special White House investigative unit 
of which Young was codirector. 


Young provided his testimony last 


week in exchange for immunity from 
prosecution. 


The plumbers planned and carried 


oat the Sept. 3, 1971 break-in at the 
Beverly Hills, Calif., office of Ells- 
berg's psychiatrist, Dr. Lewis J. Field- 
ing, in an unsuccessful search for Ells- 
berg's psychiatric records. 


Through his approval of the entry, 


Ehrlichman, 49, is accused of conspir- 
ing to violate Fielding's rights. He also 
faces four counts of lying to the FBI 
and a grand jury. 


Three others, G Gordon Liddy, and 


Miamians Bernard L. Barker and Eu- 
genio R. Martinez, also are charged in 
the conspiracy count. 


In his final two hours of his own de- 


fense Tuesday, Ehrlichman was ques- 
tioned about a series of inconsistencies 
between his trial testimony and 
previous sworn testimony and docu- 
ments. 


Generally, the former chief White 


House domestic affairs executive cited 
a bad memory for any conflicts. 


In the closing minutes of his testi- 


mony Ehrlichman was asked whether 
he knew that to examine Ellsberg's 
medical records someone would have to 
get inside Dr. Fielding's office. 


Ehrlichman answered that in 1971, 


"My mind just didn't dwell on the vari- 
ous possibilities. My mind didn't run 
over means and methods at that time." 
Ehrlichman has claimed in the trial 
that he authorized only a covert oper- 
ation against Ellsberg, not the rreakin 


Differences obvious in 2 versions of transcripts 


WASHINGTON (AP) - 
President 


Nixon's lawyer is playing down differ- 
ences between the White House account 
of Watergate and newly released House 
Judiciary Committee transcripts that 
quote the President as telling aides to 
cover up the scandal from Senate in- 
vestigators. 


"I don't believe the relationship with 


the Senate Select Committee was neces- 
sarily relevant" to the impeachment 
inquiry, said presidential lawyer 
James D. St. Clair when asked Tuesday 
why a long passage dealing with the 
Senate Watergate committee was 
omitted from the White House tran- 
script of a March 22, 1973, conversa- 
tion. 


"We furnished the tape to the 


(House) committee, so if they felt it 
was relevant they could publish it, 
which they did," St. Clair said. 


However, the Los Angeles Times said 


a segment of tape containing a quote in 
which Nixon said he wanted his aides 
to "stonewall it" and "plead the Fifth 
Amendment" was obtained by the com- 
mittee by accident. 


The Times said the committee's law- 


yers were able to copy the segment 
when a Secret Service agent at the 
White House overseeing the copying of 
White House tapes inadvertently let a 
recorder run past a section of a March 
22, 1973, conversation previously trans- 
cribed. 


As for other differences between the 


White House and committee transcripts 
of eight presidential Watergate conver- 
sations, St. Clair added: 


"My experience has been that if you 


have three people listen to a tape, you 
get three variations." 


John Doar, chief counsel for the im- 


peachment inquiry, said his staff uti- 
lized the latest, sophisticated electronic 
equipment in preparing the transcripts 
and they represented "the best job we 
can do." 


After a full day of listening to testi- 


mony in closed session, few members 
had any comments on the staff study. 


Rep. Lawrence Hogan, R-Md., said, 


"You've got to listen to the tapes. It's 
still a matter of opinion who said 
what." 


Hogan said he was certain there were 


errors in the committee transcripts but 
that he thought they were more accu- 
rate than the White House versions. 


"There are places where the person 


transcribing heard the wrong word," 
Hogan said of the committee tran- 
scripts. But he declined to cite an ex- 
ample. 


Committee members heard the tapes 


in closed evidentiary sessions in May, 
but they didn't get the staff comparison 
with the White House transcripts until 
Tuesday, the day it was made public. 


In the March 22 passage omitted 


from 
the White House transcripts, 


Nixon is quoted in the committee ver- 
sion as telling aides "I don't give a 
(omitted) what happens. I want you all 
to stonewall it, let/themi plead the 
Fifth Amendment, cover-up or any- 
thing else," if called before the Senate 
Watergate committee. 


Other differences were less dra- 


matic. It often was unclear whether 
they represented anything more than 
simple differences in what transcribers 
heard. 


For example, earlier in the March 22 


conversation, there was discussion of 
the possibility of White House aides cit- 
ing executive privilege as the basis for 
refusing to testify before the Watergate 
committee. 


The White House version quoted 


Nixon as saying that former Atty. Gen. 
John N. Mitchell was arguing that 
"now we use flexibility in order to get 
off the cover-up line." 


According to the committee tran- 


script, Nixon said Mitchell was arguing 
"that now we use flexibility in order to 
get on with the cover-up plan." 


In other cases, the comparison con- 


firmed versions that had leaked from 
the closed committee sessions. 


It confirmed that Nixon's comment 


about Watergate conspirator E. tow- 
ard Hunt Jr.'s hush money demand 
was, at one point, "Well for Christ's 
sake, get it..." The White House ver- 
sion was, "(Expletive deleted), get it." 


In his introduction to a 130-page vol- 


ume entitled "Comparison of Pas- 
sages," Committee Chairman Peter W. 
Rodino Jr., D-N.J., said the study, 
which listed the differences side-by- 
side, "does not draw any conclusions 
for, or the significance of, the differ- 
ences." 


Like the chairman, Doar emphasized 


that the final decision on the signifi- 
cance of differences and on which ver- 
sion to accept would have to be made 
by committee members. They are 
scheduled to begin debating next week 
whether there are grounds for the im- 
peachment of President Nixon. 


Release of the transcripts was the 


first step in scheduled disclosure of 
thousands of pages of evidence the 
committee has received from its im- 
peachment staff. More material is ex- 
pected to come out by week's end. 


White House Press Secretary Ronald 


L. Ziegler called release of the tran- 
scripts "a hypoed public relations cam- 
paign." 


Ziegler said the committee should re- 


lease "the full body of evidence all to- 
gether, all at once, and not in piece- 
meal fashion." 


The committee transcripts were 


drawn from tapes of conversations 
Sept. 15, 1972, Feb. 28, March 13, two 
on March 21, March 22 and two on 
April 16, all in 1973. Those were the 
only cases in which the committee had 


Revelations didn't surprise panel 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The discov- 


ery that President Nixon demanded a 
"stonewall" approach to the Senate 
Watergate committee came as no sur- 
prise to panel members preparing to 
issue their own Watergate report. 


Chairman Sam J. Ervin Jr., D-N.C., 


and Sen. Lowell P. Weicker Jr., R- 
Conn., both said Tuesday that Nixon's 
comments confirm public testimony 
that the White House planned to im- 
pede the committee's work privately 
while giving public approval to its pur- 
poses. 


New tape transcripts released by the 


House Judiciary Committee contain 
this passage from a March 22, 1973, 
White House meeting in which Nixon 
tell^his top aides: 


"I don't give a (omitted) what hap- 


pens. I want you all to stonewall it, let 
them plead 
the Fifth Amendment, 


cover-up or anything else, if it'll save it 
— save the plan." 


The plan was that of then White 


House Counsel John W. Dean III to sub- 
mit his own Watergate report to the 
committee, convince it to hold all ses- 
sions in secret and limit the witnesses 
it would call. 


"The sad part of this is that this is 


the period in which the President has 
said that he was leading a quest for the 
truth" about Watergate, Weicker said. 


"This language is not language 


which leads to a quest for the truth." 


Asked to comment on Nixon's use of 


Jhe word "cover-up" Ervin said, "I 


think that was a very apt expression." 


Pointing out that Nixon was talking 


in apparent confidence -to his senior 
aides, Ervin added, "Those are the 
President's words and who am I to 
comment on his words." 


The first reaction of Sen. Daniel K. 


Inouye, D-Hawaii, on reading the Presi- 
dent's words was a terse, "Good 
Lord'" 


He then said only, "it speaks for it- 


self. What else can I say." 


Weicker referred questioners to 


Dean's testimony before the committee 
last summer when he told of a high- 
level strategy meeting of White House 
aides at La Costa, Calif., to discuss 
ways to deal with the panel. 


"They adopted a stance of public cot 


operation and private footdragging. 
These transcripts tend to reeinforce 
what we already knew," Weicker said. 


Ervin said, "The plan was to pretend 


to cooperate but at the same time to do 
everything possible to impede and ob- 
struct our work." 


The committee is to hold what may 


be its last formal meeting today in ad- 
vance of the issuance of its final report, 
now due Sunday. 


Among issues to be settled is the ap- 


proach to take about complaints by 
Sens. George McGovern, D-S.D., and 
Hubert H. Humphrey, D-Minn., to com- 
ments about their 1972 presidential 
campaigns by the Watergate com- 
mittee staff.

"You 
must excuse me, I am suffer- 


ing more pain," the 76-year-old pontiff 
told the crowd. 


Vatican spokesman Federico Ales- 


sandrini said the Pope was suffering 
from arthrosis of his right knee, an ail- 
ment affecting the joints.

The Pope told the crowd the ailment 


limited his movement, but he wanted to 
give his usual blessing. 


He walked in front of the window 


unaided, but his voice was weaker than 
usual. 


It wa's the third time this year that 


the Pope has been ill. 


He developed influenza in early 


March and three weeks later was con- 
fined to bed again because of recur- 
rence of the flu. On the advice of his 
doctors he pared down his usually 
heavy Easter Week schedule. 


The Vatican statement said: "The 


Holy Father suffered a flareup during 
the night of the arthrosis which had at- 
tacked his right knee some time ago 
and therefore today's general audience 
was canceled." 


Vatican sources said the Pope was 


expected to remain in his apartment 
for the day.

Soviets apparently begin exchange of 
old missiles for underwater ICBMs 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The Russians 


may have started dismantling some of 
their 210 old intercontinental ballistics 
missiles as a possible first step toward 
increasing their fleet of submarine- 
based missiles. 


Pentagon spokesman William Bee- 


cher declined Tuesday to discuss the 
status of Soviet SS7 and SS8 ICBMs, 
but other sources said there are signs 
the Russians may be taking them out of 
operation. 


The 1972 U.S.-Soviet SALT agreement 


on limiting offensive weapons permits 
the Russians to trade in the 210 old 
ICBMs, built more than ten years ago, 
for the same number of modern sub- 
marine-launched missiles. 


If the Soviets dismantled all these 


ICBMs, they could increase their ocean 
force to a total of 950 missiles in 62 sub- 
marines. 


Under the SALT I agreement, the 


United States was allowed the option of 
dismantling 54 old Titan ICBMs and 
trading them in for more submarine 
missiles. But this country has not done 
so, leaving the U.S. total of submarine- 
launched missiles at 656. 


To date, the Russians have not devel- 


oped separately 
targetable 
multiple 


warheads (MIRVs) for their subma- 
rines. 


Meanwhile, the United States is well 


along in conversion of most of its 41 
missile-firing submarines to Poseidon 
missiles, each with 10 to 14 relatively 
small MIRVs. So far, 28 of them have 
been completed or are undergoing con- 
version. The last three subs to be con- 
verted are provided in this year's de- 
fense budget. 


The United States also is moving 


toward construction of ten new Trident 


supersubs with missiles of up to 6,500 
miles in range. The Tridents would re- 
place older Polaris missile subs in the 
current fleet, with the first Trident due 
in service in 1978, after expiration of 
the five-year temporary U.S.-Soviet 
agreement on limiting offensive weap- 
ons. 


Sources said the Russians tried dur- 


ing the recent Moscow talks with Presi- 
dent Nixon to gain U.S. agreement to 
halt the Trident along with other curbs 
on U.S. nuclear arms. 


U.S. officials have said the search for 


a new and longer range arms limita- 
tion agreement snagged on the MIRV 
issue, with the Russians refusing to 
compromise on the number of land- 


RAFFITI 


based ICBMs which could carry 
MIRVs. Russian sources in Moscow ap- 
pear to be blaming U.S. balkiness on 
the MIRV issue for failure to achieve a 
new agreement. 


Far ahead in installing MIRVs on its 


land-based 
Minuteman ICBMs, 
the 


United States enjoys an edge of about 
8,000 to 2,600 in total strategic nuclear 
warheads. But the Russians, with a 
1,575 to 1,054 lead in missile launchers, 
are nearing deployment of several new 
models that can carry huge multiple 
warheads. 


U.S. 
officials 
say they fear this 


means the Russians may use their 
more numerous and heavier missile 
launchers to outstrip the United States 
in warheads by the early 1980s. So the 
thrust of the U.S. position in Moscow 
was to seek a reduction of both Soviet 
and U.S. ICBMs with MIRVs.

Court judge has meted out sentences of 
at least 140 years each against three 
Black Muslims convicted of murdering 
seven members of the Hanafi Moslem 
sect. 


Imposing the prison terms Tuesday, 


Judge Leonard Braman called the 1973 
execution-style bloodbath "an 
insult 


perpetrated on the laws of the Creator 
and on the laws of society." 


Braman sentenced John Clark, 31, 


Theodore Moody, 21, and William 
Christian, 29, to seven consecutive life 
terms each — a minimum of 140 years 
in prison. 


A fourth defendant, John Griffin, 28, 


was granted a new trial because Bra- 
man said he could not fairly say there 
was enough evidence against Griffin to 
convict him. 


The judge said Griffin's conviction 


troubled him because it may have re- 
sulted from "a bandwagon effect tilted 
by the overwhelming amount of evi- 
dence against the other defendants." 


Slain in the Jan. 18, 1973 bloodbath at 


the Hanafi headquarters in northwest 
Washington were two adults, four in- 
fants and a 10-year-old boy. The gov- 
ernment contended the murders were 
sparked by religious differences be- 
tween the Hanafis and Black Muslims.

economy-class 


round-trip ticket between New York 
and London would go from $692 this 
summer to $764 next summer. It was 
$626 last summer. 


IATA spokesman Don Pengelly said 


the fares are subject to final approval 
of the conference later this summer 
and to acceptance by the nations af- 
fected. 


But though most fares will increase 


sharply, the airlines approved an inno- 
vation they hope will bring back trav- 
elers they have been losing to charter 
carriers. It's a new advance-purchase 
excursion fare which will be $60 to $70 
cheaper than the popular 22-to 45-day 
excursion ticket. It will be the lowest 


available fare on scheduled flights. 


The so-called "Apex" tickets would 


have to be purchased 60 days before de- 
parture. Travelers would forfeit 25 per 
cent of the fare if they cancel. 


The Apex plan is expected to affect 


next week's meeting of charter carriers 
and airlines in Montreaux, Switzer- 
land. Charter operators are expected to 
try to set fares below Apex. 


The North Atlantic conference re- 


cessed without final agreement so some 
participants can attend the Montreux 
meeting. 


Under Apex, a New York-London 


round-trip ticket would cost $313 dur- 
ing the slow winter season, $434 during 
the peak summer months and $339 dur- 
ing the in-between periods airlines call 
the "shoulder." 


The current cheapest fare under 


IATA agreements — the 22 to 45-day ex- 
cursion ticket — costs $303 during the 
winter and $413 during the peak sum- 
mer months. But these prices would in- 
crease under Tuesday's agreement. 


The airlines were unable to reach 


agreement on new fares for European 
flights involving Canada and Mexico. 


Watch for the 
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Freezing of brain tested by surgeons 


PITTSBURGH, Pa. (AP) - Surgeons 


at Montefiore Hospital have begun 
"freezing" the brain tissue before sur- 
gery, reducing operating time and 
eliminating the loss of blood and the 
need to open the chest to start the heart 
again. 


The neurosurgeons have performed 


five operations under the unique pro- 
cess, including the removal of four tu- 
mors and one swollen artery. All were 
performed after temporarily lowering 
brain temperatures almost 40 degrees 
below normal. 


All of the normal functions of the 


body's organs are halted during the op- 
eration, including heart beat, electrical 
activity in the brain and circulation, by 
replacing blood in the brain with a 
clear salt-water solution used in the 
chilling process. 


Dr. Robert G. Selker and Dr. Sidney 


K. Wolfson, who head the neurosurgi- 
cal team, said the patient's body is 
cooled to about 86 degrees, 13 degrees 
below normal, by a "water blanket" 
wrapped around the skin. 


The heart beat then is stopped by a 


minor electric shock and a large vo- 
lume of a saltwater solution at 32 de- 
grees is pumped into a neck artery, cir- 
culating through the head and back to 
the chest. 


"Each organ in the body is cooled to 


a temperature that protects," Wolfson 
said. "The tissues stop functioning, al- 
though they continue to metabolize and 
use oxygen, only at a slower rate." 


Grafting blood vessels into the brain, 


an operation for stroke victims, as well 
as correcting tangled arteries and re- 
moving large tumors, all c.ould benefit 
from the new procedure, Selker said. 


The key to the technique is that the 


body will resuscitate without great ef- 
fort when the operation is concluded, 
Wolfson said. 


The patient is revived by placing a 


small balloon just under the breast- 
bone and attaching it to a pulsating 
machine. The effect is a heart mas- 
sage. 


Wolfson said his system differs from 


another currently in use because it 
cools the brain, heart and muscle sys- 


tems individually and to different tem- 
peratures, instead of reducing the en- 
tire body temperature to below 60 
degrees. 


"This prevents the need for a heart- 


lung bypass and also makes unneces- 
sary the use 'of an anti-coagulant, 
which causes heavy bleeding after the 
operation is complete," he said.

gious literature being preserved, ac-

in the official 


press.

norms and religious rites are being 
passed on to the younger generation, 
particularly by elderly people." 


The Albanian Workers (Communist) 


Party blames ineffective propaganda 
for the failure to make all 2.3 million 
Albanians atheists. The party has de- 
cided to broaden the scope of atheist 
propaganda by placing the struggle 
against religion on a scientific basis 
and using the entire party apparatus 
"down to the district committee and 
grassroots level."

Algae again invading 
city's drinking water 


The odor of Lake Winnebago and its 


algae has infiltrated the Appleton wa- 
ter system, and residents have reacted 
with the expected barrage of com- 
plaints. 


In an effort to correct the situation, 


city water treatment plant personnel 
have increased the dose of activated 
carbon put into the water in an effort to 
deodorize it. 


Some of the carbon might have 


slipped through the plant's sand fil- 
ters, leaving toilet bowls looking like 
the sites of oil spills and water glasses 
topped with a head of carbon dust. 


But water plant Supt. Daniel Baer 


said today that the odor problem was 
nearly eliminated — although residents 
might feel its effects for a bit longer — 
and the carbon particles should disap- 
pear after the plant officials started 


cutting back the dose Tuesday after- 
noon. 


The source of the problem is algae, 


which Baer said has been "growing 
better than weeds in the garden" dur- 
ing the recent heat spell. 


It was compounded by a southerly 


wind, which blew the bulk of the algae 
to the water plant's Lake Winnebago 
intake pipe. 


Further problems were caused by a 


minor malfunction in the plant's car- 
bon feeding equipment which forced 
operators to turn to standby equipment 
that did not do as good a job.

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Banks feel 
endangered 
by offerings

NEW YORK (AP) - The nation's 


thrift institutions think they're getting 
a raw deal from their big competitors, 
the commercial banks, and to some ex- 
tent also from the Securities and Ex- 
change Commission and the Federal 
Reserve. 


The troubles have been developing 


for many months, but they are now 
coming to a head over what the thrifts 
— savings banks and savings and loan 
associations — feel is a direct threat to 
their very existence. 


y-; The immediate issue is whether the 
•- -holding companies that operate com- 


mercial banks should be permitted to 
offer millions of dollars of debt secu- 
rities in small amounts, with floating 
interest rates. 


The thrifts claim that such offerings 


are aimed at attracting the holdings of 
individuals who ordinarily would keep 
their cash on deposit with them, at in- 
terest rates higher than available at 
commercial banks. 


The thrifts, whose deposits supply 


the basic support for the home mort- 
gage market, claim they already are in 
poor condition as mattere stand, and 
cannot fulfill their role in the housing 
market. 


The nation's mutual savings banks, 


for example, suffered a net deposit out- 
flow of more than $800 million in April 
and May because of what they consider 
to be unfair regulatory restraints on 
their competitiveness. 


They claim that the one-quarter in- 


terest rate advantage they enjoy over 
commercial bank savings accounts is 
hardly enough of an inducment to sav- 
ers. And they want broader service 
powers, such as the right to offer 
checking accounts. 


When Citicorp, the parent of First 


National City Bank, announced its in- 
tention of offering corporate lOUs in 
denominations of $1,000, with interest 
at 1 per cent over the average rate of 
Treasury bills, the thrifts were 
alarmed. 


They fired off letters in every direc- 


tion — to the head of Citicorp, to the 
chairman of the Federal Reserve 
Board, to the Securities and Exchange 
Commission. 


Such activity by a commercial bank, 


they stated, was aimed at attracting 
the very customers that support the 
thrifts. They asked that the Citicorp of- 
fering be disallowed. 


"This is an attempt to subvert ... in- 


terest rate controls and it should be 
nipped in the bud before the situation 
gets out of hand," said Kenneth L. 
Birchby, president of the National As- 
sociation of Mutual Savings Banks. 


Norman Strunk, executive vice presi- 


dent of the United States League of 
jSavings Association, wrote to Arthur F. 
"Burns, Fed chairman: "The unso- 
phisticated investor can hardly be ex- 
-pected to differentiate between Citicorp 
iand Citibank." The latter name is pop- 
;ularly used to identify the bank. 
'- Moreover, said Strunk, the pros- 
pectus doesn't explain that the funds 
Aren't covered by Federal Deposit In- 
surance, as many purchasers might as- 
sume. And it doesn't explain that Trea- 
sury bill rates, now about 8.5 per cent, 
might fall. 
; Strunk said the offering "is a fla- 
grant attempt to circumvent Regu- 
lation Q, establishes a dangerous prec- 
edent, and poses a serious threat to the 
stability of our nation's savings mar- 
kets." 
" Regulation Q is the Federal Reserve 
fequirement on interest rates per- 
mitted to be offered on savings ac- 
counts. Currently, thrift institutions 
can offer a top rate of 7.5 per cent on 
four-to seven-year deposits. 
; So far, neither the Federal Reserve 
nor the SEC feels empowered to take 
any action to withhold the Citibank of- 
fering, or a $200 million offering by 
Chase Manhattan Corp., the holding 
company that operates the Chase Man- 
hattan Bank. 
* If these two big commercial institu- 
tions, the second and third largest com- 
mercial banks in the country, are suc- 
cessful in their offerings, majiy more 
are likely to follow by all sorts of corpo- 
rations. 
- And if that happens, the thrifts warn, 
it could mean that they are going to 
lese billions of dollars in deposits, as 
their customers withdraw from their 
accounts to buy higher yielding corpo- 
rate notes. 
; In that event, they warn further, few 
Americans are going to be able to get 
njortgage loans.

Judiciary's transcripts 
differ with White House 


WASHINGTON (AP) - 
While the 


White House version of some taped con- 
versations has President Nixon asking 
key questions of fact, the House Judi- 
ciary transcripts quote Nixon as an- 
swering them himself. 


These transcripts differ in their im- 


plications about what the President 
knew about certain White House and 
political operations. 


The White House released last April 


30 its transcripts of taped conversa- 
tions on Watergate. The Judiciary 
panel put out its version of eight con- 
versations 
after 
transcribing them 


from tapes provided by a federal grand 
jury- 


Dotted through the Judiciary tran- 


scripts are sequences in which Nixon 
comments on matters like these: 


—Watergate conspirator E. Howard 


Hunt Jr.'s knowledge of a number of 
covert White House operations. 


—$400,000 in leftover 1968 campaign 


money that went to an Alabama cam- 
paign of Gov. George C. Wallace. 


—The federal grand jury investi- 


gation of former campaign officials 
Maurice H. Stans and John N. Mitchell 
about dealings with fugitive financier 
Robert Vesco. 


The White House version quoted John 


-W. Dean III as stating key facts in 
these examples from the Nixon-Dean 
meeting of March 21, 1973. 


Here are how the two versions dif- 


fered on the Hunt knowledge example: 
JUDICIARY 


President: Well, you, your major, 


your major guy to keep under control is 
Hunt. 


Dean: That's right. 
President: I think. Because he knows 
Dean: He knows so much. 
President: About a lot of other 


things. 
WHITE HOUSE 


President: Your major guy to keep 


under control is Hunt? 


Dean: That is right.

touched on how to contain the Water- 
gate committee probe. 


On March 22, Nixon, Dean, Mitchell, 


H.R. Haldeman and John D. Ehrlich- 
man discussed offering Ervin a Dean 
report on Watergate and urging the 
senator to conduct his investigation in 
closed session. 


The purpose, said Mitchell, would be 


"to limit the number of witnesses 
which are called up there instead of a 
buckshot operation." 


Nixon said Ervin could be told: 
"This is everything we know, senator

A short time later, Nixon recalled the 


case of Sherman Adams, who had been 
forced to resign as a top aide to Presi- 
dent Eisenhower.

Inflation, other problems 
focus of high-level talks 


WASHINGTON (AP) - 
Economic 


coordinator 
Kenneth Rush says his 


White House meetings with business 
and labor representatives are intended 
to focus the attention of "every respon- 
sible sector of society" on inflation and 
other economic problems. 


However, Rush said Tuesday the ses- 


sions haven't amounted to "jawbon- 
ing" because that would imply the ad- 
ministration was trying to head off 
specific price or wage hikes. 


"In no case have I gone to a particu- 


lar industry and said don't increase 
your price," he told reporters after 
meeting for iy2 hours with President 
Nixon, Treasury Secretary William E. 
Simon and other economic advisers. 


Rush said Nixon will meet Thursday 


with a group of top business leaders 
and economists in a new effort to com- 
bat inflation. He said the session may 
be the first of a series involving the 
President. 


Some 19 business leaders and 12 


economists have been invited to the 
Thursday meeting. No labor leaders 


Officers killed 
in Milwaukee 


MILWAUKEE (AP) - Two off-duty 


police officers were shot and killed on 
the city's South Side early today, police 
reported. 


A police spokesman identified the 


men as Robert Riley, 28, and Thomas 
Matulis, 27. 


A captain in the detective bureau 


said the two policemen were slain 
about 2 a.m. Police were conducting an 
intensive investigation in the area. 


A spokesman said that three men 


were being sought in connection with 
the shootings, which reportedly fol- 
lowed an argument in a tavern. 


The two officers were shot on the 


sidewalk. People who were in the area 
told of hearing loud voices, then shots.

mon leaves Thursday on a two-week 
trip to the Middle East and Europe, in- 
cluding stops in Egypt, Saudi Arabia, 
Kuwait, Israel, Germany, France and 
England. 


A major purpose of the Middle East 


stops will be to engage the oil-produc- 
ing countries in talks on how to invest 
their surplus oil earnings. 


2 crashes in 2 weeks 
don't faze crop duster 


COHOCTON, N.Y. (AP) - For the 


second time in two weeks, Gerald Al- 
derman has walked away from a plane 
crash. 


Alderman, 24, of Avoca, crash-landed 


his crop duster in an oat field Tuesday 
and suffered only hand cuts. 


On June 27, he crash-landed his crop 


duster in a marsh near Loon Lake and 
suffered a back sprain, abrasions and 
cuts on his face and head. 


He said he will continue his crop- 


dusting work as soon as he can find an- 
other plane. 


Reserve Mining wins appeal 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The Supreme 


Court has let stand a lower-court deci- 
sion giving Reserve Mining Co. a 70- 
day reprieve from an order to shut 
down its Silver Bay, Minn., iron-ore 
processing plant. 


The court, with Justice William O. 


Douglas dissenting, declined Tuesday 
to set aside the U.S. Circuit Court of 
Appeals action in St. Louis as re- 
quested by Minnesota state officials. 


The appeals court suspended for 70 


days an order by U.S. District Court 
Judge Miles W. Lord ordering the plant 
closed because of an alleged health haz- 
ard. 


Reserve dumps 67,000 tons of ground- 


up rock into Lake Superior daily. Dur- 
ing trial of a suit by Minnesota officials 
and the federal government, specialists 
testified the rock contains asbestos 
fibers which may be injurious to 
health. 


The appeals court directed Lord to 


get the parties together during the 70- 
day reprieve to work out a cleanup 
plan. The plan is to be submitted to the 
circuit court for approval. The Justice 
Department decided against appealing 
the circuit court ruling, but asked for 
speedy action at the district court level. 


The trial was the longest and cost- 


liest environmental case ever pursued 
by the Justice Department. 


Detective testifies in mass murder case 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Former Atty. 


Gen. John N. Mitchell faces more ques- 
tioning by the House Judiciary Com- 
mittee about a $75,000 payment to Wa- 
tergate burglar E. Howard Hunt Jr. 


Mitchell, who approved the March 21, 


1973 payment, told the committee 
Tuesday he did so with the under- 
standing it was for legal fees, not to 
keep Hunt quiet. He returns to the 
stand today. 


He also said there was no mention of 


the payment in a phone call he received 
from former White House Chief of Staff 
H.R. Haldeman shortly after a March 
21 meeting between President Nixon, 
Haldeman and 
former 
presidential 


Counsel John W. Dean III. 


Haldeman's call is a key bit of cir- 


cumstantial evidence in the Watergate 
grand jury's indictment of Mitchell 
and Haldeman, and its naming of 
Nixon as an unindicted coconspirator in 
the Watergate cover-up. 


Mitchell, who is charged with per- 


jury, obstruction of justice and conspir- 
•acy, agreed to testify only within the 
narrow area of the $75,000 payment and 
his general relationship with Nixon. 


His terms, put before the committee 


by his attorney, 
William Hundley, 


touched off an hour-long argument over 
whether the committee should be so 
limited in its examination of Mitchell. 


Nixon's counsel, James D. St. Clair, 


who requested that Mitchell be called 
as a witness, has focused his defense on 
the March 21 payment, attempting to 
prove it was not initiated by Nixon.

prosecution today attempts to tie 18- 
year-old Elmer Wayne Henley to an as- 
sortment of items used in a homosexual 
torture and murder ring in which 27 
teen-agers died. 


Henley is on trial for six of those 


murders. The state expects to call sci- 
entific witnesses today to link physical 
evidence to Henley. 


On Tuesday, the jury gazed at a ply- 


wood "torture board," eight feet long 
and three feet wide, to which the vic- 
tims were handcuffed. 


Also brought into the court this week 


was a wooden "body box" which, ac- 
cording to Henley's statements intro- 
duced at the trial, was used to conceal 
young men being taken to one of three 
burial sites where the 27 bodies were 
discovered last August. 


The 
introduction of the 
evidence 


came both during and after the testi- 
mony of Sgt. David Mullican, a detec- 
tive with the Houston suburb of Pasa- 
dena whose efforts resulted in Henley's 
indictment. 


Defense attorney Will Gray was over- 


ruled on a total of over 125 objections 


since testimony in the trial began Mon- 
day. 


Henley called Pasadena police last 


Aug. 8 to tell them he had shot and 
killed Dean A. Corll, 33, the man police 
say was the leader of the torture-mur- 
der group. Police have also charged 
David Owen Brooks, 
19, with 
four 


counts of murder in the slayings. No 
trial date has been set for Brooks. 


In a written statement given to Mulli- 


can, Henley admitted killing six of the 
27 youths. And in oral statements while 
he led officers to the bodies. Mullican 
said Henley told details of the killings. 


Mullican said youths lured to CorlPs 


home were tricked into donning hand- 
cuffs, then tied to the wooden torture 
board and stripped. 


"Henley said they were handcuffed to 


the board and sometimes to a wall with 
their mouths taped with adhesive tape 
so they couldn't make any noise," Mul- 
lican said. 


Henley told of forms of sexual tor- 


ture, Mullican testified. 


Most of the victims died shortly after 


they were strapped to the board, Mulli- 
can said Hemley told him; but one 


youth, William Ray Lawrence, 15, 
stayed alive longer. Lawrence, a neigh- 
bor of Henley's, is one of the six youths 
Henley is accused of killing. 


"Billy Lawrence was kept about 


three days because Dean Corll particu- 
larly liked him," Mullican testified. 
"Henley said that Lawrence was kept 
for about three days chained to the 
board." 


Mullican's testimony came under at- 


tack by defense lawyers who claimed 
that many of the incriminating state- 
ments testified to did not come up dur- 
ing a pre-trial hearing last January in 
Houston. 


"When did you get these flashes of 


memory about these statements, since 
you didn't testify to them in the Janu- 
ary hearings?" Gray asked. 


Mullican, a 10-year veteran on the 


Pasadena force, sat impassively during 
the cross-examination, his hands folded 
together. 


"I was with Henley for three days 


and nights," Mullican replied. "There 
were so many incriminating state- 
ments, I couldn't remember all of them 
atone time." 


However, the committee has gath- 


ered evidence covering a wide range of 
presidential activity in its impeach- 
ment inquiry and some Democratic 
members objected to being tied to St. 
Clair's defense strategy in their ques- 
tioning of Mitchell. 


Chairman Peter W. Rodino Jr., D- 


N.J., quieted the argument for the mo- 
ment by ruling that the questioning by 
special counsel John Dear be held 
within Mitchell's guidelines. But when 
the time comes for members to ask 
questions, the dispute is expected to 
erupt again. 


The failure to complete Mitchell's ex- 


amination Tuesday threatened more 
slippage in Rodino's effort to wind up 
the taking of evidence and start the 
committee's deliberations on proposed 
articles of impeachment next week. 


Still to be called are Dean, Herbert 


W. Kalmbach, who was Nixon's per- 
sonal lawyer, and Assistant Atty. Gen. 
Henry E. Petersen. It also appeared 
Tuesday that the committee has de- 
cided to question former White House 
Special Counsel Charles W. Colson. 


Colson, who started a one-to-three- 


year jail term Monday for his role in 
the effort to discredit Daniel Ellsberg 
following the leaking of the Pentagon 
Papers, is expected to be called Friday.

Unattended children might get burned 


Millinery 


If young children are left home unat- 


tended, will they know how to react in 
case of fire? 


Fire safety officials point out that 


small children are the least aware of 
the danger posed by fire and thus the 
most susceptible to fatal injuries. 
When fire breaks out, many will try to 
escape by running into a closet or by 
hiding under a bed. 


Nearly 4,000 youngsters are killed 


each year by fire, and another 100,000 
are seriously injured. The death rate 
among children under five is three 
times that of their older brothers and 
sisters and more than twice that of the 
population as a whole. 


In a disturbing number of cases, it 


appears that these children died 
through the carelessness or indifferent 
actions of adults. 


— A mother and a grandmother in 


Washington, D.C , went out shopping, 
leaving four-year-old twin boys and 
their two-year-oid brother at home 
alone. Fire in an upstairs bedroom 
apparently started by a child playing 
with matches. Damage came to only 
$700, but all three children died of mas- 
sive burns. 


— A Dallas, Tex., couple took a 
r—™ 


chance leaving six small children at 
home while they stepped out for the 
evening. One of the children ignited a 
piece of paper on the stove and stuffed 
it into a trash container. Two young- 
sters, were rescued unharmed, but 
three others died of smoke inhalation 
and another was hospitalized with sec- 
ond-degree burns of the face and body. 


— A similar accident claimed the 


lives of a three-year-old boy and his 
two-year-old brother in Washington, 
D.C. The babysitter hired to look after 
them was not at home when the chil- 
dren started a fire while playing at the 
stove. Firemen later found their bodies 
huddled in a corner where they had un- 
successfully tried to escape the heat 
and smoke. 


According to estimates by the Na- 


tional Fire Protection Association, fully 
25 per cent of all children who die in 
fires are alone or without proper super- 
vision at the time of death. Certainly, 
not all such cases involve children who 
are deliberately neglected. 


With increasing numbers of young 


mothers returning to work, it is not al- 
ways easy to give small children the at- 
tention they need. And many otherwise 
dutiful parents 
will sometimes run

down to the corner grocery or visit with 
next-door neighbors when they think 
their children can't get into mischief. 


Says John L. Pickens, assistant vice 


president and manager of loss control 
at the Hartford Insurance Group: 
"These are exactly the circumstances 
that have led to tragedy for thousands 
of American families." 


Since 1947 Pickens' company has 


sponsored Junior Fire Marshal, a na- 
tional program of fire prevention and 
fire safety education for nearly three 
million youngsters 
in kindergarten 


through third grade. 


The program has been effective in re- 


ducing the death and destruction of fire 
but is not aimed directly at children in 
the two-to-five age bracket, statistically 
the most vulnerable to fire. 


"What we really need," says Pick- 


ens, "are more adults who know how to 
use basic common sense. Start with the 
obvious fact that matches and other 
hazardous materials should be kept out 
of the reach of young hands. Above all, 
we must make parents understand the 
importance of exercising close super- 
vision over small children. 


"Once fire breaks out," he adds, 


"it's too late to be sorry."

When you have two or three ways of 


playing a hand you must take time out 
to choose the most reasonable method. 
When there's only one way, however, 
you needn't furrow the brow or rub the 
chin: Save your brains for when 
they're needed. 


South's jump to four spades was am- 


bitious but was justified by the fact 
that North happened to be a very con- 
servative bidder and that South was a 
very great player. Not to make a secret 
of it, South was Richard L. Frey, num- 
ber eight in the first list of life masters 
of the American Contract Bridge 
League. 


Frey concealed his disappointment 


on seeing the dummy. When you bid a 
hand to the hilt to make up for your 
partner's timidity, you sometimes find 
that he has only minimum values and 


that your own aggressiveness has 
landed you in the soup. 


ONLY CHANCE 


Frey saw that the only reasonable 


chance for the contract was to find 
three trumps and four or more clubs in 
the same hand. Hence he won the first 
trick with the ace of hearts, led a 
trump to dummy's ace and then rattled 
off four rounds of clubs. 


Fortunately for declarer, East had to 


follow suit to all four rounds of clubs, 
and West couldn't ruff. South therefore 
managed to get rid of the losing heart. 


Now Frey led a trump from dummy 


through East's king-jack. It was easy 
to draw trumps, losing only one trick to 
East. The opponents got two diamond 
tricks but could not defeat the contract. 


It's quite reasonable to bid a lot when 


you can get the most out of the cards. 


DAILY QUESTION 


Partner opens with one spade, and 


the next player passes. You hold: S- K 
J 2 H - 9 4 D - K 9 8 3 C - 8 7 5 2 . What do 
you say* 


ANSWER: Bid two spades. Do not 


hesitate to raise partner's major suit 
with good three-card support, particu- 
larly when you have a short suit else- 
where in the hand. A response of 1-NT 
does not properly describe this kind of 
hand.

Generally men prefer baking hefty 


loaves of bread in the sourdough class. 
The starter for the recipe today must 
be made ahead, about two days. It may 
be stored up to a week. This is how it 
goes: the starter is measured out ac- 
cording to the recipe (l-'/2 cups starter 
goes into today's onion sourdough rec- 
ipe). Then the starter is replenished by 
adding l-'/2 cups strong, bread-type 
flour and 1 cup warm water. This mix- 
ture is beaten until smooth; store cov- 
ered in warm place; stir well before us- 
ing. If starter is not used within the 
week-long limit, remove l->/2 cups 
starter and follow directions for replen- 
ishing. This goes on and on with most 
sourdough buffs, so that bread is made 
and kept on hand with starter always 
ready. 


SOURDOUGH STARTER 


3-!/2 cups unsifted, bread-type flour 
1 tablespoon sugar 
1 pkg. active dry yeast 
2 cups warm water

A newcomer to the contest, Mrs. Rus- 


sell Miller, Appleton, was a close sec- 
ond and runner-up in this year's com- 
petition. Her entry was one her 
family's favorite desserts — Creamy 
Hot Pizza Dessert. Third place went to 
a veteran contestant and consistent top- 
six winner, Mrs. Norman Marks, route 
2, Hortonville. Butter Nut Rolls was 
her entry. Other contestants and their 
recipe entries prepared for the judging 
were Mrs. Norman Julius, route 1, 
Greenville, Bread Dough Cake; Mrs. 
Joseph Verstegen, Little Chute, and 
former county winner, Dairy Puff 
Buns; Mrs. Rose Ganzel, route 2, Sey- 
mour, Pluckets. 


As the names of the recipes imply,

Packer tension builds

GREEN BAY - The battle for 


rookie support, between the Green Bay 
Packers' management and its veteran 
players, intensified Tuesday. 


The day's events began rather qui- 


etly and calmly in late morning in the 
airport terminal at Austin Straubel 
Field. Later, in mid-afternoon, a seem- 
ingly bizarre occurrence transpired at 
the airport. And finally by early eve- 
ning the two sides entered into per- 
suasive discussions, each attempting to 
sway the rookies toward their side. 


The Packer organization welcomed 


the players to St. Norbert College on 
the eve of the opening of training 
camp, and tried to convince them to re- 
port to practice as scheduled this 
morning. The veteran players, mean- 
while, were attempting to gain the 
rookies' support in their strike against 
the National Football League. 


The veterans made their initial ap- 


proach shortly after 11 a.m. when sixth 
round draft choice Don Woods and free 
agent Steve Schreiber entered the ter- 
minal, following their flight. 


Scott Hunter, Larry Krause and Clar- 


ence Williams greeted the players, 
handed them copies of The Audible, the 
mouthpiece of the NFL Players' Associ- 
ation, and talked to both of them 
briefly. 


The veterans did not ask the pair to 


balk at reporting to camp. Instead, the 
objective they tried was to famil- 
iarize the rookies with the veterans' po- 
sition and to inform them that they 
would be making contact again in the 
near future. 


After the short discussion, Dan 


Davis, the Packers' assistant trainer, 
who had been standing by, then trans- 
ported the two rookies, apparently, to 
their St. Norbert base. 


A larger contingent of rookies was 


expected around 2:30 p.m. and this 
time eight veterans — Dick Himes, 
Tom MacLeod, Chester Marcol, Rich 
Me George, Ken Bowman, Hunter, Wil- 
liams and Krause — were waiting at 
the airport. They stood inside the ter- 
minal, near the North Central Airlines' 
gate, leisurely talking among them- 
selves and with a number of members 
of the Packer staff — including Assist- 
ant to the General Manager Tom 
Miller, and coaches Hank Kuhlmann, 
Burt Gustafson and John Roland — 
awaiting the arrival of two planes. 


Then, suddenly, the veterans were 


alerted that the rookies had gotton off 
the plane outside. And while three 
other assistants — Red Cochren, Dave 
Banner and Rollie Dotsch — escorted 
the rookies from their planes into a 
luggage garage, the veterans were pre- 
vented from advancing beyond the 
fence that surrounds the runway and 
going out to talk with the rookies. 


Instead, they waited next to the lug- 


gage garage, while the rookies re- 
mained inside collecting their gear, 
and while five other members of the 
Packer organization lined up cars to 
transport the 15 or so yearlings away. 


When the rookies emerged from the 


luggage area, the veterans scrambled 
to hand them copies of The Audible and 
talk with them. But the rookies still es- 
corted by the assistant coaches, briskly 
entered the cars and left the airport. 


At one point, Hanner was overheard 


saying, "They got nothing to say." 


Bowman, shortly after that, while sit- 


ting in the coffee shop at the airport, 
said, "I certainly hadn't expected that. 
I expected a little bit more of the Pack- 
ers 


"If I was the rookies I'd seriously be 


thinking: what kind of system am I 
getting into— to get off the rear end of 
an airplane, and be smuggled into a 
luggage room to leave the airport." 


At the time, Bowman was still seek- 


ing permission from the Packers to 
hold a meeting with the rookies. 


Again, around 4 p.m. another plane 


arrived with two more rookies and the 
Packers followed the same procedure. 
While Bowman and Williams stood out- 
side the luggage room, the rookies 
were held there and then whisked away 
in a car. 


Most of the other rookies had either 


arrived Monday or drove here. 


Dan Devine, the Packers' head coach 


and general manager, was not at the 
airport, but later Tuesday night he re- 
jected the notion that the Packers had 
exercised tight security measures by 
doing what they did. 


"There wasn't any security, we just 


met people," he said. Asked then if it 
were not true that the purpose of the 
tactics at the airport was to prevent the 
veterans from talking to the rookies, he 
replied, "I disagree with that. I think 
you're making a mountain out of a 
molehill. 


"Quite frankly most of my coaches 


decided to do it. A lot of it I didn't even 
know about.

They were a step 
ahead of me." 


A spokesman for North Central said 


the Packers requested the outside exit 
from the plane so they could avoid the 
crowd and quickly identify the players 
and round them into a group. 


Following the developments at the 


airport, Bowman was given permission 
to meet with the rookies Tuesday eve- 
ning to present the players' posi- 
tion. From approximately 7 to 8 p.m., 
he, MacLeod, Hunter, W i l l i a m s , 
Himes, Krause, Keith Wortman and 


Bill Lueck talked to the rookies in the 
Minahan Science Hall at the St. Nor- 
bert campus. 
Also present were 


Dominic Olejniczak, Packer president, 
Fred Trowbridge, the corporation's 
treasurer; 
Jim Finks, who arrived 


here Tuesday as a representatiave of 
the NFL Management Council; Devine 
and Banner. 


Following the meeting, Bowman said 


his contingent discussed the issues 
with the players, presented their view- 
points and asked for their support. 


He said, "I asked for a collective de- 


cision. I don't want an individual deci- 
sion. I think individually it puts too 
much pressure on them." 


According to Bowman, the rookies' 


response was this: "They wanted a 
chance to talk things over among them- 
selves without the coaches or the mem- 
bers of the union."

The National Football League Man- 


agement Council, bargaining agency of 
the 26 club owners of the NFL, re- 
peated that it was ready to resume ne- 
gotiations and claimed that ther NFL 
Players Association, which went on 
strike July 1, was stalling. 


The NFLPA said, in effect, the oppo- 


site. 


The union wants management to 


come to the bargaining table with 63 
counterproposals, in writing, to the 63 
demands the union made when talks 
broke off some 10 days before the strike 
started. Management says it wants to 
talk about it. 


"There will not be any meeting be- 


tween the owners and the players be- 
cause Jim Scearce, the federal medi- 
ator, said he couldn't assure any kind 
of meeting except on Friday, so there 
won't be a meeting," Ed Garvey, the 
NFLPA executive director, told The As- 
sociated Press in Washington early 
today. 


In New York, John Thompson, execu- 


tive director of the owners' bargaining 
unit, countered: 
"It is totally and 


grossly unfair when Garvey says we 
won't meet until Friday. 


"If there is not going to be a meeting 


between the owners and the players, it 
only confirms the intent of Ed Garvey 
and the union to destroy the All-Star 
Game," Thompson added. 


Neither side would officially say what 


the significance of Friday had to do 
with the resumption of talks, but it was 
learned that management negotiators 
had told Scearce on Monday that labor 
lawyer Theodore Kheel, counsel for the- 


NFLMC, had long ago scheduled a mid- 
week trip, not connected with the 
strike, to California. 


NFLMC sources said Kheel would 


have canceled his trip if it appeared 
that the two sides would start talking 
again, but he went ahead with his plans 
when the federal mediator couldn't get 
Garvey to agree to new negotiations. 


The union's 63 demands include the 


so-called "freedom issues," which call 
for players to have the right to nego- 
tiate with any team they wish and to 
veto trades, as well as an end to the re- 
serve and waiver clauses and drastic 
curbs on the disciplinary powers of 
coaches, owners and the league com- 
missioner to impose fines. 


"We will not consider eliminations,

An organization chartered as U S 


Sports Association would be the domes- 
tic governing group over not more than 
three sports It would become the offi 
cial sanctioning body foi any competi- 
tion directly related to qualifying ath- 
letes for international events, including 
national championships or Olympic 
trials.

Saving the mill ponds 


The old mill stream is one of the most powerful of the 


sentimental memories of those millions of the inhabitants 
of our cities who remember fondly their early years on the 
farm. It has given a name to one of the favorites of barber- 
shop harmony that has attained immortality as nearly as 
any other aspect of our culture. 


Once the mill stream was one of the mainsprings of the 


rural economy. The mill dams on thousands of streams 
were crucial to the emergency of agriculture on the Wis- 
consin frontier as elsewhere. Often dam sites also deter- 
mined the location of the first settlements that slowly 
emerged as the commercial and manufacturing centers of 
Wisconsin and many other Middle Western states only a 
century ago or less. 


Twentieth Century technology long since transformed the 


mill dams, mill ponds and mill streams into sentimental 
anachronisms. All over Wisconsin mill dams are deterio- 
rating as their owners find it difficult to finance the main- 
tenance they require. Yet in many instances permitting 
them to be destroyed risks loss of property values, as in the 
changes of down-stream water levels and the draining of 
picturesque ponds that frequently would result. 


There will be more than passing interest, therefore, in 


the inquiry of the Department of Natural Resources to the 
Wisconsin attorney general with respect to its rights to use 
state funds to conserve and improve such ponds, which in 
most cases would require some investment in dam main- 
tenance. 


The attorney general has replied with a comprehensive 


opinion that appears to encourage the department's desire 
to save such structures and the scenic values they assure — 
if a public use is evident. 


There can be little doubt that a judicious screening of 


such sites by the department, keeping in view the popu- 
lation distribution of the state and the accelerating demand 
for outdoors recreation and scenic preservation, will have 
public support. The department is entitled to acknowledg- 
ment of its enterprise in putting the query at a time when 
the pressure from the broadest of all state service con- 
stituencies for the preservation of outdoors values for pub- 
lic enjoyment shows no sign of diminishing. 


Teaching tenure again questioned 


Tenure for university faculty members has come under 


increasing attack in recent months. But one college that 
abolished it has been told it can't. 


Bloomfield College in New Jersey is a small private insti- 


tution. Last year its administration and governing board 
reported that the problems that plague so many institutions 
of higher learning, declining enrollments, rising costs and 
less income, made it necessary to cut back on faculty. That 
meant dismissal for 13 members who had tenure. -The indi- 
viduals and the local chapter of the American Association 
of University Professors sued for damages that might have 
reached $10 million. 


A New Jersey Superior Court found in their favor. The 


college broke a contractual agreement, the court held, and 
failed to demonstrate that the dismissals were really neces- 
sitated by financial exigencies. 


Tenure in the past has been attacked both by adminis- 


trations and by some young, ambitious faculty members. A 
faculty member offered a sixth year contract is automati- 
cally being offered tenure as well; if not, then the contract 
must not be proferred. There have been claims that the 
system encourages a letdown in excellence in teaching 
among those who have tenure and handicaps the able and 
ambitious. Its primary purpose in earlier years was to pro- 
tect that nebulous thing called academic freedom. In 
theory, faculty members who expressed unpopular or radi- 
cal political or social opinions were likely to be fired out of 
hand by conservative, hide-bound and fearful governing 
boards and administrations. 


But as cutbacks have been occurring in so many univer- 


sities and colleges for a number of reasons, new looks have 
been taken at tenure. This has been especially so where it 
has become necessary for financial reasons to cut faculties. 
And fears for job security have motivated faculties. There 
undoubtedly will be many other suits. 


The New Jersey case does demonstrate that institutions 


releasing tenured faculty members must at the very least 
really demonstrate the financial necessity. The case is also 
likely to bring new pressures against tenure for fear of es- 
tablishing contracts that later cannot be legally termi- 
nated. 


Coalition governments unstable 


Another Western leader has left office in this year of un- 


precedented changes. 


Prime Minister Olafur Johannesson of Iceland resigned 


recently after general elections had been held and Johan- 
nesson's left wing coalition had failed to win a majority. 
~ Coalition governments have been necessary in most of 
the Western European countries which have Parliamentary 
systems. England, France, West Germany, Italy have been 
among those in that shaky situation whereby no leader has 
felt assured of enough support to stress strong points of 
view. All have been forced to wheel and deal with minority 
parties in order to have majorities. Other nations, not quite 
so close to an even split between two major parties, have 
nevertheless been unsure what would happen at the next 
general election. The trend seems to indicate less absolute 
difference between policies recommended by different par- 
ties and a similarity of philosophies. But it also contributes 
to an unstable regime. 


Iceland's coalition has been made up of moderate social- 


ists, further left socialists and the Communist People's Al- 
liance. The latter had been pressuring for the removal of 
United States military forces based in Iceland. However 
popular the removal may seem to be, the disadvantages 
economically are apparent and they may have influenced 
the vote in Iceland. "Yankee, go home" makes a good slo- 
gan. But practical people notice that he takes his dollars 
with him. 
Geir Hallgrimsson, leader of the right wing Indepen- 


dence Party, will be asked to try to form a new govern- 
ment. Whether he succeeds, even the try would not have 
been considered possible only a few years ago.

Candidate Dyke off to poor start 


MADISON — Those Wisconsin Republicans 


who intend to provide the best campaign effort 
within the capacity of their resources this year 
believe that gubernatorial candidate William 
Dyke started his stumping campaign prema- 
turely. 


In a series of campaign speeches, press con- 


ference comments on questions submitted by 
reporters, and unsolicited statements, the can- 
didate who has had a useful experience in mu- 
nicipal affairs as the former Madison mayor 
has created the impression that he is fuzzy in 
his understanding of what has been going on in 
the state government lately, and, moreover, 
that he is not entirely familiar with the per- 
formance of his Republican allies in the legis- 
lature. 


An example that has irritated Republicans, 


and doubtless brought some satisfied chortles 
from the inner circle of the Democratic state 
administration, is the elimination of industrial 
machinery and equipment from property tax li- 
ability in the new state budget act. 


Dyke has complained that the exemption will 


be costly to the state treasury, which is no- 
where disputed. 


He has continued with the observation that if 


the inflationary level of tax receipts in the state 
treasury is stabilized, or reversed, the effect of 


that concession will be to require higher in- 
come tax or sales tax levies. 


What candidate Dyke does not appear to un- 


derstand, or understands imperfectly, is that 
the same results will obtain with respect to 
home-owner real property tax concessions, 
merchants' and farmers' personal property tax 
forgiveness, the transfer of major county and 
school costs to the state treasury, and a dozen 
or more other fiscal decisions in which Re- 
publicans collaborated. 


What has been going on is the kind of tax re- 


vision that politicians have talked about for 
four years but was attainable only under the 
force of high production and employment, 
price inflation, and federal revenue sharing. 


If "normal" economic conditions ever re- 


turn, the inevitable result will be to cancel 
those basic policy changes, or compensate for 
them by more general taxation — as on sales 
and income taxes. Nobody has tried to make a 
secret of that reality. 


What is puzzling in Dyke's isolation of the 


machinery and equipment tax exemption is his 
apparent ignorance of the fact that it was nei- 
ther inspired by nor requested by Lucey. It was 
a Republican proposition, accepted by the 
Democrats and, of course, it gave Lucey an op- 
portunity to pose as the friend of the business- 


man m a way that he did not plan or anticipate. 


There is nothing conjectural about the situ- 


ation. The facts are on the record. Republican 
members of the legislative conference com- 
mittee during the budget impasse offered the 
exemption. Democrats were able to accept 
something that had not occurred to them be- 
cause of the happily high state treasury sur- 
plus. Some of them like the ever alert politician 
in the executive wing instantly recognized it for 
the campaign boon it would be. 


Result: financial journals all over the coun- 


try are relating the fact of this truly significant 
olive branch extended to the business commu- 
nity by an administration it had no reason to 
expect would grant such favors. 


Mystifying also is candidate Dyke's widely 


publicized remark, probably unpremeditated 
and perhaps even intended to be jocular, that 
some state court judges are not overly zealous 
about their work. Dyke may have some reason 
for the comment relating to his own experience 
in Madison city hall, which is housed in a joint 
city-county building. 


But judges are politicians too, influential pol- 


iticians, and most of them will feel gratuitously 
insulted. It was a rash comment for a candi- 
date, perhaps a more imprudent one for a law- 
yer.

Now we protect zoo 
animals from people 


Some indication of the way the world 


has changed— and no one really knows 
exactly or entirely why—is that when I 
was a boy the cages in the zoo were 
barred to keep the animals from injur- 
ing the people. 


Now they are barred—and walled and 


wired and electrified and patrolled—to 
ensure that the people do not injure the 
animals. When I visited New York re- 
cently, five fallow deer had just been 
senselessly and brutally beaten at the 
Central Park Zoo. 


According to the Parks Adminis- 


trator, "Every day some animal is hit 
by a stone or beer can." The attack on 
the deer was apparently carried out by 
someone who climbed over a ten-foot 
iron fence and beat the deer with heavy 
branches, inflicting broken legs and 
"deep, gaping wounds between the 
eyes." 


Violence that is perpetrated for profit 


or passion is in some way under- 
standable—greed and lust, after all, 
are two of the most pervasive and per- 
sistent of the seven deadly sins as- 
cribed to man. But violence for its own 
pure (or, rather, impure) sake has not 
figured prominently in the human 
scene; even the epidemics of mass 
madness that occasionally dot our his- 
tory were triggered by prejudice, 
ignorance and fear. 


But who can be prejudiced against a 


lovely little doe? What fear can anyone 
have, or what degree of ignorance, to 
wantonly assault these harmless and 
timid creatures? (To speak of "sad- 
ism" is to miss the mark; after all, as 
someone has remarked, a sadist is gen- 
erally a person who is making a ma- 
sochist happy.) 


The Central Park Zoo incident is not 


an isolated event. In all such places, 
over the last few years, increased secu- 
rity measures have had to be put in ef- 
fect; not, as in the past, to protect the 
visitors but to guard against brutality 
to the animals, who are taunted, tor- 
tured, or at the least fed noxious gobs 
of indigestible or sick-making food. 


More than a half-century ago, Dean 


Inge wrote, in his famous essay "The 
Idea of Progress," that "We have en- 
slaved the rest of the animal creation, 
and have treated our distant cousins in 
fur and feathers so badly that beyond 
doubt, if they were able to formulate a 
religion, they would depict the Devil in 
human form." 


The Gloomy Dean was then speaking 


of what we had done to animals in their 
wilderness state; he would be even 
gloomier today if he could know how we 
are abusing them in their powerless 
captivity. And abusing not the most fe- 
rocious but the most shy and vulner- 
able. It is a rich irony to say that a man 
"behaves like a beast" when he does 
gratuitously what no beast does except 
out of blind instinct or raw hunger. 


WASHINGTON - Terry Sanford, the 


president of Duke University, has been 
telling people for more than a year that 
he means to run for President in 1976. 


When he got any encouragement at 


all, it was mostly of the tee-hee and ho- 
hum variety.

It does clear the air a bit. 


Of all the Democratic presidential 


candidates, including those who have 
not yet made their intentions official, 
Sanford seems on the surface to have 
the least going for him. 


He made a belated entry into the 1972 


presidential race as a Southern liberal 
who could stop Gov. George Wallace. 
The opposite happened, and Wallace 
defeated him in North Carolina, where 
Sanford was a popular former gover- 
nor. Sanford finally won 69.5 delegate 
votes out of 3,016 at the Democratic Na- 
tional Convention. 


Sanford's campaign manager, for- 


mer West Virginia Gov. Hulett Smith, 
has a "why-not" attitude. 


First, to heck with traditional ideas.

Dear Dr Thosteson How long can a 


diabetic person with an enlarged liver 
go on if he consumes six cases of beer a 
week'' He is excessively thirsty and 
tires easily 
He will fall asleep but 


wakes up hourly and snacks, talks to 
himself and is like a different person 


He has not been to a doctor in three 


years and will not seek medical help 
until he has to Our children and I 
know he is sick and keep trying to help 
him but to no avail He is becoming so 
difficult to live with 


We wish to know what to expect so we 


can help him before it is too late Our 
family doctor died and we do not have 
one I can talk to — J C 


Before it's too late'' It's pretty late al 


ready, I would suspect The thirst, all 
that snacking and the beer would indi- 
cate his diabetes is out of control 


But the "enlarged liver" indicates 


another, and perhaps more menacing, 
condition 
With an enlarged liver (it 


would not be surprising to find that he 
has cirrhosis of the liver), the beer is a 
terrible burden on his system He is 
drinking almost a case a day, which 
would be a lot for a healthy person, let 
alone one with diabetes and liver dis- 
ease 


If he will go to a doctor now, and 


start following the advice that will be 
given to him (leading off with leaving 
all alcohol alone), perhaps he can bring 
himself back to sufficient health to go 
on for quite a few years 


Otherwise I can't see any prospect 


other than that one of these days he 
will collapse, and in the hospital the 
doctors will shake their heads and say, 
"We'll do the best we can, but he 
waited too long " 


The only real suggestion I can make 


at this stage of the game is that you 
and the children get busy and find a 


family doctor for yourselves As the 
doctor begins to know and understand 
the family, possibly he can get your 
husband to cooperate in time to do 
some good 


Dear Dr Thosteson My husband has 


esophageal vances We have found out 
what that is, but the doctor won't tell 
us if anything can be done for it Can 
anything be done to prevent fatal bleed 
ing, which I understand could happen 
at any time? — C E M 


Esophageal vances is another way of 


saying varicose veins in the lower eso- 
phagus or gullet They can develop as a 
complication of liver disease, usually 
advanced cirrhosis, and there is, as you 
have been told, the danger that one of 
these distended veins could rupture 
and cause fatal bleeding 


It is too late to undo the damage that 


has occurred The only preventive mea- 
sure known to me is an operation called 
a portocaval shunt — the blood supply 
to the liver is rerouted to take some of 
the pressure off those swollen veins 


Whether such an operation would be 


wise depends on your husband's condi- 
tion in general I suggest you discuss it 
with the doctor to see whether it is fea- 
sible

added to the federal school food pro- 
grams, according to USDA guidelines 
announced by the Department of Pub- 
lic Instruction. 


The guidelines, for the use of Wiscon- 


sin schools participating in federal 
child nutrition programs during the 
1974-75 school year, also indicate an in- 
crease in eligibility family income lev- 
els. 


Under the national school lunch, 


breakfast and special milk programs 
administered by DPI, children attend- 
ing participating schools are eligibile 
to receive free meals and milk or re- 
duced price meals, depending on the 
family size and income, according to a 
special scale. 


The scale is available at the schools, 


but basically, it ranges from one child 
in a family with an income of $2,910 to 
12 children with less than $11,530 in- 
come, for free meals, and from one 
child in a family with less than $4,077 
to 12 children, in a family earning less 
than $16,152, eligible meals at reduced 
prices. 


Higher income families may be eli- 


gible when deductions for special hard- 
ship conditions place them in the eli- 
gibility categories. This may include 
unusually high medical expenses, shel- 
ter costs in excess of 30 per cent of re- 
ported income, special education ex- 
penses due to mental or physical 
conditions of a child, or disaster or cas- 
ualty losses.

Earl Warren dies after controversial life on bench 


Chief Justice Earl Warren 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The death of 


Earl Warren, a champion of the Bill of 
Rights in his 16 years as chief justice, 
removes a figure indelibly linked to 
landmark 
decisions of the 
Supreme 


Court in one of its most controversial 
eras 


Warren, 83, died in Georgetown Uni- 


versity Hospital Tuesday night, a little 
more than five years after his retire- 
ment from the nation's highest judicial 
post 
A hospital spokesman said he 


died of heart failure 


Under his leadership, the court 


struck down segregated schools, laid 
down the rule of "one man-one vote" 
and greatly expanded the rights of the 
accused in criminal cases 


Tributes came swiftly for the mar 


whose years on the court were markec 
by criticism, which included demands 
for his impeachment 


President Nixon, who often was at 


odds with Warren in their years as Cal 
ifornia politicians and who criticized 
many of his court decisions, saluted 
him as "a partisan for America " 


Chief Justice Warren 
E 
Burger, 


named by Nixon to succeed Warren and 
steer the court toward "strict construc- 
tion" of the Constitution, said "his con- 
tribution was large indeed " 


Rosa Parks, the black seamstress 


whose refusal to give up her seat to a 
white man started the Montgomery bus 
boycott, said, "We have lost a great 
friend to humanity " 


Warren was admitted to the hospital 


July 2, suffering from a heart ailment 
It was his second hospitalization in two 
months 


With him at his death were his wife, 


Nina, and the youngest of their three 
daughters, Mrs Stewart Brien, known 


to the family as "Honey Bear " The 
Warrens also nad two sons 


Only a few hours before, two of the 


former chief justice's closest associates 
on the court, Justices 
William O 


Douglas and William J Brennan, had 
left his bedside 


Warren served as thief justice from 


1953 to 1969 after a political career in 
which he served 11 years as governor of 
California and twice sought the Re- 
publican nomination for president 


He was vice-presidential candidate 


on the 1948 GOP national ticket headed 
by the late Thomas E Dewey, then gov 
ernor of New York They lost to Presi- 
dent Harry S Truman 


Though he disapproved of outside as 


signments for members of the high 
court, at age 72 he took on the addi 
tional load of heading the commission 
to investigate the 1963 assassination of 


President John F Kennedy 


One of the Warren court's most ac- 


claimed decisions came in June 1954 
when it struck do^vn the doctrine of 
sepaiate but equal schools for the 
i aces 


But the decision Warren thought 


most impottant was the 'one man one 
vote" ruling in 1962 that forced states 
to reapportion legislative and congres- 
sional districts to make them more 
equal in population 


"Legislators 
represent people, not 


trees or acres," he said 
\ common thread in decisions of the 


Warren court \\as equality — equal 
schools,

rights The court consistently broad- 
ened the application of the

The decisions plunged the Warren 


court into controvetsy, and "Impeach

Council, the president's advisory body, 
refused to widen his authority suffi

Premier Francisco sa Carneiro, Eco- 
nomics minister Vasco Vieira de Al 
meida, the defense minister, Lt Col 
Mario Firmino Miguel, and Interior 
Minister Joaquim Jorge 
Magalhaes 


Mota All are considered moderates 


A government spokesman said the 


remaining 10 ministers — six of them 
Socialists and Communists — would 
probably remain in office, but earlier 
in the week the leftists criticized Spin 
ola for giving new appointments to sev- 
eral members of the authoritarian re 
gime overthrown April 25 


Meanwhile, 
informed sources re- 


ported that the 21-member State Coun 
cil, holder of ultimate authority in the 
regime, had turned back Spinola's ef 
forts to solidify his own position by ad 
vancing the presidential election from 
next spring to the coming fall 


The sources said most of the votes 


against Spinola's request came from 
representatives of the Armed Forces 
Movement, the organization of young 
officers that staged the April revolution 
and then tapped Spinola to be the front 
man 


This rebuff and the council's unwil 


lingness to enlarge the premier's pow- 
ers indicated that the young officers 
were not prepared to relinquish their 
authority 


Palma Carlos reportedly argued that 


he did not have enough power to re- 
solve disputes between the moderates 
and leftists that were paralyzing the 
cabinet A government spokesman said 
the State Council agreed to give the 
premier some additional powers, but 
he did not find these sufficient

James D St Clair when asked Tuesday 
why a long passage dealing with the 
Senate Watergate 
committee was 


omitted from the White House tran- 
script of a March 22, 1973, conversa 
tion 


"We furnished the tape to the 


(House) committee, so if they felt it 
was relevant they could publish it, 
which they did," St Clair said 


However, the Los Angeles Times said 


a segment of tape containing a quote in 
which Nixon said he wanted his aides 
to "stonewall it" and "plead the Fifth 
Amendment" was obtained by the com- 
mittee by accident 


The Times said the committee's law- 


yers were able to copy the segment 
when a Secret Service agent at the 
White House overseeing the copying of 
White House tapes inadvertently let a 
recorder run past a section of a March 
22, 1973, conversation previously trans 
cnbed 


As for other differences between the 


White House and committee transcripts 
of eight presidential Watergate conver- 
sations, St Clair added 


"My experience has been that if you 


have three people listen to a tape, you 
get three variations " 


John Doar, chief counsel for the im 


peachment inquiry, said his staff uti 
lized the latest, sophisticated electronic 
equipment in preparing the transcripts 
and they represented "the best job we 
can do " 


After a full day of listening to testi 


mony in closed session, few members 
had any comments on the staff study 


Rep Lawrence Hogan, R Md , said, 


'You've got to listen to the tapes It's 
still a matter of opinion who said 
what " 


Hogan said he was certain there were 


errors in the committee transcripts but 
that he thought they were more accu- 
rate than the White House vei sions 


"There are places where the person 


transcribing heard the wrong word," 
Hogan said of the committee tran 
scripts But he declined to cite an ex- 
ample 


Committee members heard the tapes 


in closed evidentiary sessions in May, 
but they didn't get the staff comparison 
with the White House transcripts until 
Tuesday, the day it was made public 


In the March 22 passage omitted 


from 
the White House 
transcripts, 


Nixon is quoted in the committee ver- 
sion as telling aides "I don't give a 
(omitted) what happens I want you all 
to stonewall it, let themi plead the 
Fifth Amendment, cover-up or any- 
thing else," if called before the Senate 
Watergate committee 


Other differences were less 
dra- 


matic 
It often was unclear whether 


they represented anything more than 
simple differences in what transcribers 
heard 


For example, earlier in the March 22 


conversation, there was discussion of 
the possibility of White House aides cit- 
ing executive privilege as the basis for 
refusing to testify before the Watergate 
committee 


The White House version quoted

was, at one point, "Well for Christ's 
sake, get it " The White House ver- 
sion was, "(Expletive deleted), get it " 


In his introduction to a 130-page vol- 


ume 
entitled "Comparison 
of

sages," Committee Chairman Peter W 
Rodmo Jr , D-N J , said the study, 
which listed the differences side-by- 
side, "does not draw any conclusions 
for, or the significance of, the differ 
ences " 


Like the chairman, Doar emphasized

An $8 7 million budget, allowing the 


mil rate to remain about the same as

tion of the budget which includes the 
federal and state grants 


The reason for this is the decrease in 


many cases of federal and state fund- 
ing for certain programs which were 
once heavily reimbursed The board 
felt that it would like to take a closer 
look at where these programs now 
stand, the value of continuing them, 
the results they have produced and the 
cost to the taxpayers 


Many of the programs are for re- 


training purposes or tor training 
people who may be on the welfare rolls, 
may be untrained or have not finished 
elementary or high school 


The question cropped up when Wal- 


ter Wieckert, a representative of the 
Appleton Taxpayers' Association, ques- 
tioned some figures in the restricted 
revenue fund, which includes the gov- 
ernment-funded programs 


After some explanations, William Si- 


rek, director of FVTI, suggested that 
"we could cut $100,000 from that por- 
tion of the budget," but Harland Kirch 
ner, president of the board, stopped 
that line of thought immediately 


"Let's wait and re-evaluate these 


programs before we do any cutting in 
them on an arbitrary basis," he said 


He then asked the administration to 


prepare a package explaining each of 
the programs, which is to be brought 
before the board for discussion 


"Maybe there's a need for the contin- 


uation of these programs just as they 
are now and if there is, we should re- 
tain them, whether the government 
funds them or not After all, our pur 
pose is to serve where there is neces- 
sity 
If we arbitrarily 
remove 
the 


$100,000, we may be defeating the pur- 
pose of our existence," Kirchner 
added 


Wieckert pointed out a number of 


items in the budget which he felt could 
be improved, deleted or changed, but 
he was the only one to do so at the pub- 
lic hearing 


That probably stems from the fact 


that there is little change in the figures 
of the budget and any changes in pro- 
grams or the spending areas would not 
be known to the public, even the repre- 
sentatives of the nearly 30 communities 
that pay the taxes for FVTI 


The $8 7 million budget is an in- 


crease of about $800,000 over last year, 
but thanks to the estimated healthy in 
crease in the tax base, which has not 
been set by the state to date, the mil 
rate will be kept below the $1 mark per 
$1,000 of equalized value 


Of the $8 7 million, $3 637 million will 


have to come from property taxes, 
$2 528 million from state aids, and 
$869,829 from federal aids 


On the expenditure side of the 


budget, the major share goes for in- 
struction, which totals $4 046 million, 
half of the approved budget 


Because of the community's lack of 


knowledge on what changes and im- 
provements may have been involved in 
the past year, Sirek presented a brief 
introduction 


He told the audience that a total of 


23,000 people had been served by FVTI 
in the past year, 2,000 more than in the

Many state agencies fail 
to reduce use of energy

energy conservation program for state 
government has produced an overall 
reduction in the use of steam and elec- 
tricity and in the number of miles 
driven, yet the energy message appar- 
ently has not gotten through to the 
state legislature. 


Figures released Tuesday by the De- 


partment of Administration show that 
the legislature drove 35 per cent more 
in the first quarter of 1974 than in the 
same time period of 1973. The group, 
which includes Lt. Gov. Martin Schrei- 
ber, was one of the few state agencies 
or departments that showed a mileage 
increase. 


The Department of Business Develop- 


ment, the Department of Highway 
Safety, the Manpower Council and the 
Department of Veterans Affairs also 
showed substantial increases, but the 
report stated that each had major new 
programs requiring driving that were 
in existence last year. 


The state Supreme Court and the De- 


partment of Revenue showed slight 
mileage increases and the American 
Revolution Centennial Committee also 
had more mileage. Reporting the big- 
gest decreases were the governor's of- 
fice and the Securities Commission, 
each driving 71 per cent fewer miles 
this year. 


Among the larger agencies, the De- 


partment of Agriculture was down 14 
per cent, the Department of Health and 
Social Services was down 20 per cent, 
tne Department of Natural Resources 
was down 5 per cent, the Department of 
Transportation was down 7 per cent, 
and the University System was down 6 
per cent. 


In all, state employes and officials 


drove 10 per cent fewer miles during 
the first three months of this year, the 
report showed. 


State-owned buildings used 21 per 


cent less steam and 14 per cent less 
electricity during the first 
three 


months. 


More than half of the state-owned in- 


stitutions and buildings surpassed the 
targeted 10 per cent reduction in the 
use of electricity. The newest state of- 
fice building in Madison had the best 
showing, 42 per cent, while the State 
Capitol was third at 29 per cent. 


Others included UW-Oshkosh 17 


per cent, Green Bay Reformatory 7 per 
cent, Winnebago Hospital 6 per cent, 
and UW-Green Bay 2 per cent. 


The Fox Lake Prison reported the 


biggest reduction in the use of steam, 
46 per cent, while the Capitol was again 
third at 40 per cent. The Reformatory 
ranked seventh best with a 32 per cent 
savings, while the King Army Home 
had 28 per cent, Winnebago Hospital 18 
per cent, and UW-Oshkosh 17 per cent.

State can't 
force assessing 
at 100 per cent 


MADISON. Wis. (AP) - The state 


can urge, but not compel, local tax as- 
sessors to assess property at 100 per 
cent of its value, according to a Wiscon- 
sin Revenue Department official. 


Walter McCanna, the department's 


deputy secretary, said Monday that de- 
partment attorneys based the opinion 
on a 1951 Wisconsin Supreme Court de- 
cision which held all assessments in a 
district must be a uniform per cent of 
full value. 


"The department, despite that deci- 


sion, recommends that assessors as- 
sess at full value, which in effect is fair 
market value," McCanna said. "But as 
a result of that Supreme Court deci- 
sion, we cannot compel districts to as- 
sess at full value." 


The legislature altered state statutes 


last year to direct that assessments be 
made "in the manner specified in the 
Wisconsin property assessment man- 
ual." 


Milwaukee Tax Commissioner Vin- 


cent A. Schmit had requested clari- 
fication of ihe Revenue Department's 
position, contending that the statutes 
required assessments be at full value. 


UW tuition hike 
eyed by Regents

MADISON — Resident tuition at the 


11 University cluster campuses in the 
University of Wisconsin System, in- 
cluding UW-Green Bay and UW-Osh- 
kosh, will be increased by $42 for fresh- 
men and sophomores and $30 for junior 
and seniors in 1974-75, according to a 
proposal to be considered by the Board 
of Regents later this week. 


The recommendation, which will be 


presented to the Regents' business and 
finance committee by UW Senior Vice 
President Donald Percy, places the 
freshman-sophomore 
tuition at 
$468 


and the junior-senior cost at $500 for all 
campuses, except Madison and Mil- 
waukee. 


Graduate students who are residents 


will have to pay $640 next year, a $70 
increase. Nonresident freshmen and 
sophomores will be charged $1,674, ju- 
niors and seniors $1,900 and graduate 
students $2,285. 


Resident tuition for freshmen and 


sophomores on the two larger 
campuses will be $475, a drop of $10 
from last year. Juniors and seniors will 
still pay $540 and graduate students to 
Madison and Milwaukee, $700. 


Nonresidents students at Madison 


and Milwaukee will have to pay $1,818 
as freshmen-sophomores, $2,055 as ju- 
nior-seniors and $2,491 as graduate stu- 
dents.

tential taxation has been explored by 
legislatures in the past, but without 
special incentives because there was no 
showing of significant Wisconsin min- 
eral deposits. 


A changing economy and changing 


technology have brought a new view- 
point to governmental circles. More 
prospecting is under way today than 
ever before, and two substantial min- 
ing operations are under way. An open 
pit mine of substantial size in Rusk 
County, in Northwestern Wisconsin, 
will produce copper concentrates from 
copper bearing metals. 


An iron mining operation has been

The prospect of a substantial copper 


mining industry in the forest of the 
northland brought about the enactment 
of a copper mining tax by the legisla- 
ture this year which has now become 
effective. The state will collect a tax 
equal to 1.5 per cent of the value of the 
concentrates produced from copper- 
bearing metals. The proceeds will be 
shared by the state treasury, the 
county where the mine is located, the 
local town, village or city and the mu- 
nicipal and county shared tax account 
of the state.
